EXCELSIOR. SPRINGS, Mo., May 21. 
—At least one-half of 980 delegates to 
the Democratic State Judicial Conven- 
tion, to be’ held tomorrow to nominate 
two candidates for Judge of the Su- 
preme Court, one for a ternt of 10 years 
the other for a two-year term, will be 
representc@ by proxies, according to Sec- 
retary Beil, of the State Committee, who 
bases his estimate on official reports re- 
ceived from practically every county in 
the State. 

The refusal of the railroads to supply 
the delegates with passes is largely re- 
sponsible for many remaining at home. 
Secretary Bell thinks, although he says 
the convention will be lacking in ex- 
citement from the fact that the dele- 
gates have already made up their minds 
as to the nominees and this has lessened 
the attendance. 

Weodson for Long Term, 


Former Circuit Judge A. M. Woodson 
of St. Joe, who is seeking the long 
term, nomination, has no opposition at 
this time and will be nominated prob- 
ably by aeclamation.. Contesting for 
the short term are: 

George P. Roberteon, a wellknown 
lawyer of Mexico, Mo., former presi- 
dent of the State Bar Association; Cir- 
cuit Judge Samuel C. Davis of Marshall 
and Judge Walter W: Graves of Butler, 
who was.appointed by Gov. Folk to 
owe until Jan. 1, 1907, as the successor 
of Judge William C. Marshall, recently 
resigned. 

Secretary Bell declares that in his 
judgment Judge Graves will have a 
walkover. 

“Graves has already enough dele- 
gates, instructed or pledged, to get the 
nomination on the first ballot,’ said 
Bell. “I hardly think there will be a 
fight made at all.”’ 

Bell voices the sentiments and the 
confident feeling of friends of Gov. Folk, 
almost all of whom are supporting 
Graves. On the other hand Graves is 
receiving support from Democrats who 
were never allied with the Folk organi- 
zation. 





St. Louis for Graves. 


The St. Louis end of Judge Graves’ 
campaign is being managed by Attorney 
Morton Jourdan. Jourdan came in to- 
day, his face wearing a jubilant expres- 
sion. He believes Graves will win an 
easy victory. The Graves men claim 
that their favorite wil] land 145 out of 
the 161 votes in the St. Louls delegation: 

Judge Graves himself is apparently 
not worried over the outcome.

Forgeries of checks for amounts ag- 
gregating $13,114.94 are alleged, in a pe- 
tition filed in the Circuit Court, to have 
been committed by a man, not named, 
who is stated to have been an employe 
of the St. Louis office of the New Eng- 
land Mutual Life Insurance Co. 

The suit was filed by Harry E. Hay- 
ward, general agent\iof the New England 
company, against the Merchants-La- 
clede National Bank. 

The petition states that prior to May 
1902, an account was opened with the 
bank by the New England company 
through its general agent, Mr. Hayward, 
the deposits were made; that it was un- 
derstood by the bank that Mr. Hay- 
ward had an interest in the deposits to 
the extent of his salary and commis- 
sions and that checks signed ‘‘New Eng- 
land Mutual Life Insurance Co., by 
Harry E. Hayward, General Agent,’’ 
were to be honored. 

Says Payment Was Refused. 

It is alleged that between May, 1902, 
and November, 1904, checks aggregating 
$13,114.94, heating the forged signature 
of Mr. Hayward, were. cashed by the 
bank. Of this amount $8,319.52 was paid 


back to Mr. Hayward by the recipient 
of the proceeds of thé forged ‘checks, 


leaving $4,795.42. The petition states that |, 


demand was made on the bank for this 
amount, but payment was refused. 

Mr. Hayward referred inquiries Mon- 
M: Grossman, one of his at- 
torneys. Mr. Grossmen =opreferred to 
have information come from the other 
side. 

John F. Lee, attorney for the bank, 
said that the man who is alleged to 
have forged checks was a subordinate 
of Mr. Hayward, and the bank people 
and @r. Hayward had not been able to 
agree as to whether the man had a 
right to cash checks and as to whether 
the company received the proceeds of 
the checks. 

Difference of Opinion. 

In other words, there was a difference 
of opinion as to the state of the account, 
Mr. Hayward having drawn on the de- 
posit and it having been drawn upon 


'b the subordinate on checks alleged to 


have been forged. 

There has never been any proscution 
of the man who is alleged to have 
forged the checks. Mr. Hayward nas 
no inclination to do so and the bank has 
not indicated that it wishes to do so.

tion Giving Mexico Share 
for Irrigation. 


WASHINGTON, May 21.—Secretary 
Root, for the United States, and Am- 
bassador Casasus, for Mexico, today 
signed a treaty regulating the use of the 
waters of the Rio Grande, which, if ap- 
proved by the Senate, will remove what 
has been for 20 years past a source of 
friction in the relations of the two coun- 
tries. 

For -almost a century the Mexicans 
living along the lower river have made 
large use of its waters for the purpose 
of irrigating their lands. But in recent 
years private companies on the uwpper 
waters in the United States have, by the 
construction of: wing dams, diverted a 
large part of the water to this side of 
the river. 

The Mvxicans have preferred claims 
for the damages sustained, but so far 
without success. 

Big Dam the Cause. 

Now the plans of the reclamation serv. 
ice have made it certain that practi- 
cally all of the water will be retained on 


American soil unless some proper 
scheme of division can ‘be arranged. 
The construction of the $7,000,000 dam 
across the Rio Grande at Engel,‘ New 
‘Mexico, brought the matter to a cli- 
max and led to negotiations between 
the two countries which culminated in 
the treaty signed today. 

The underlying principle of the 
vention is the recognition of the com- 
mon-law right of the Mexicans to the 
use of a fair share of the waters of tne 
river, but as the United States Govern- 
ment is put to the entire expense of 
building the dam and canals, the Mext- 





can share is only a fractional propo 


| tion of the flow. 


Theeimpounded waters will suffice to 
irrigate about 200,000 acres of otherwise 
arid land, and it is stipulated that of 
this total 60,000 acres of water, which is 
to make arable about 2,000 acres of 
land, will be delivered on the Mexi§an 
side of the border each year. 

Takes Care of Claima. 
For its part, the Mexican Government

Opposition to the treaty is expected on

The Court decided that the United 
States Circuit Court for the Southern 
District of Missouri had jurisdiction over 
the case, inasmuch as the testimony 
shows beyond all doubt that the offense 
was committed in St. Louis. 

Senator Burton was prosecuted on the 
charge of violating Section 1782 of the 
Revised Statutes, which prohibits sena- 
tors and representatives from receiving 
compensation for services rendered be- 
foe any Govenment department in any 
matter in which the Government may 
be interested. He was specifically 
charged with accepting a fee of $500 per 
month for five months from the Rialto 
Co. 

The money was paid for services ren- 
dered the company in an effort to pre- 
vent the issurance of a fraud order by 
the Postoffice Department, prohibiting 
the use of the mails by the company. 

This was Senator Burton’s second ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court, In the first 
case the Circuit Court found him guilty 
and imposed the same penalty that was 
imposed in the second case, ° 

The Supreme Court reversed the first 
conviction because it was made to ap- 
pear that the money was paid in Wash- 
ington and not in St. Louis. 

Case Was Hard Fought. 

It was contended on behalf of Burton 
that the fee was paid on account of a 
criminal proceeding against one of the 
members of the Rialto Co., and not be- 
cause of services rendered in connection 
with the Government prosecution of the 
company. The law under which he was 
prosecuted was also attacked as uncon- 
stitutional, on the grountl that the Sen- 
ate was the sole judge of the qualifica- 
tion of its members, but this doctrine 
was not upheld by Justice Harlan’s opin- 
ion. The ctatute was upheld in all re- 
Spects and held to be fully applicable to 
Burton's case. 

Senator Burton received the first news 
of the court's decision by telephone at 
his room in. the Raleigh Hotel, where 
he is stopping. To the newspaper men 
who called to see him, Senator Burton 
said: ‘I shall adhere to my original 
policy of saying nothing until my case 
ig finally determined.” He would not 
say, in reply to a question, that he in- 
tended to take further legal steps, but 
from the fact that he does not regard 
his case as finally decided, in view of 
the 60 days granted for a rehearing, it 
is inferred that he will do so.

NEW YORK, May 21—A negro was 
probably nearer to being lynched in the 
city of New York yesterday than a ne-

Thomas Jefferson, who lives in the 
heart of the district known as ‘San 
Juan Hill,”’ has Police Officer Carmody 
to thank for his life. He has also the 
distinction of having escaped the marks- 
manship of three citizens who success- 
ively blazed away at him with their re- 
volvers. 

Carmody had arrested the negro and 
two colored women while the three were 
engaged in a fight. He landed the two 
women at the station house in West 
Sixty-eighth street, but Jefferson sud- 
denly struck the officer and made a 
dash for Broadway. As he did so a 
pedestrian pulled a revolver. ; 

“Don't shoot,”” shouted Carmody. “I'll 
get him.,’’ 

“Sure, I'll shoot,’’ responded the man. 

He blazed away twice, but missed Jef- 
ferson, who continued to run. Just then 
an automobile containing four men came 
up Broadway. One of them stood up in 
his seat and pulled _ a revolver. 

“Don't shoot,’ again shouted Carmo- 
dy, waving his club. “I'll outrun him.” 
Shots From Automobile. 

*You won't have to,”’ responded the 
man in the automobile. He also shot 

twice at the fleeing figure. 

In the middle of the block pursuer 
and pursued passed a man backed 
against a lamp post.

Forty Men in ‘‘Kosher’’ Bakeries Walk Out, Demanding Shorter 
Workday—Aged Man Is-Beaten in Fight and Three of the 
Strikers Are Arrested During Meeting at Harugari Hall. 


A famine of ‘‘Kosher’’ bread is threat- 
ening the Ghetto as the result of a 
strike of 40 bakers in the Jewish baker- 
ies in the district bounded by Fifteenth 
and Seventh streets and Carr and Bid- 
die streets. One fight, in -which a 70- 
year-old man standing at-an oven was 
beaten, and three arrests at a meeting 
of the bakers at Harugari Hall were 
the stirring features Sunday night. 

Monday the 15 bakeries affected by the 
strike were short of stock. The output 
in a majority of cases was the .work of 
male and female members of the fam- 
ilies of the employing bakers. Women 
and girls stood af the hot ovens assist- 
ing in kneading the dough and prepar- 
ing the bread for the men. 

Women, too, were in the bakery stores 
doing the! selling, trusting to the chiv- 
alry of the more violently inclined strik- 
ers. In some of the bakeries where the 
usual daily output was from 400 to 600 
loaves, the output Monday was as low 
as 100. Everybody with any knowledge 
of baking was certain of work for the 
mere asking. 

The bakers are not fully organized, 
having merely asked for a_ charter. 
Their demand is a 10-hour day, instead 
of 24, as they say they have been forced 
to work at certain times. There is no 
complaint against the pay, salaries 
ranging from $13 to $24 a week. 

The leaders in the movement against 
the demands of the strikers are Morritz 
Lewis of 72 Wash street, Julius Ber- 
ger, 1118 North Thirteenth street, and 
Joseph Romansky of Fifteenth and 
Wash streets. Isaac Schwartz of 1209 
Carr street is said to be the head of 
the bakers’ movement. 

Used in Church Service. 


‘Kosher’ bread is sold throughout 
the Ghetto at eight cents a small loaf 
and 16 cents a large loaf. It is some- 
times referred to as ‘‘pumpernickle,”’ 
baked of rye flour, and varies in shape. 
The white ‘‘Kosher’’ bread is sold at 
four cents a loaf, mostly on Fridays, 
in preparation for the Sabbath. The 
loaves are known as “chales,” white 
bread being used in the Friday evening 
services in the orthodox homes. 

The strike came to a head Friday 
evening, when the men finished a 24- 
hour day in some of the bakeries. The 
men say that, owing to the Jewish 
Sabbath, they were forced tg work from 
Thursday noon until noon on Friday 
to prepare for the religious holiday 
and that at other times their hours of 


work ranged all the way from 12 
a day to 18 hours.

; John J. O’Brien, member of the House 
of Delegates fom the ‘Twentieth 
Ward and, by virtue of the votes 
of his fellow Delegates, Speaker of the 
House and presiding officer at its non- 
deliberative deliberations, is called 
“Frappe’’ by some who know him. This 
nickname may have some reference to 
Mr. O’Brien’s business, for he sells ice 
when he is not selling coal, studying law 
or directing the making of laws for the 
city. 

But the chances are that the individual 
who first used the word often heard as 
an Adjective after the usually imprv- 
nounced absinthe was not thinking of 
Mr. O’Brien’s vocation, but of the chilly 
manner in which he presides over the 
House. For Mr. O’Brien is a _ chilly 
proposition when he climbs into the big 
chair whence he looks down on his fel- 
lows. 

That ‘Frappe’ is more or less suitable 
as applied to Speaker O’Brien, no one 
who has watched his work will deny. 
But it does not convey all the facts that 
a popular nickname should convey. 
While he is chilly, he is also smiling— 
not a genial smile in which you are in- 
vited to join, but a cynical smile which 
he doubts if others understand, and 
which he has not time to explain even 
if he had the intention.

Cold Storage Decisions. 

That is Speaker O'Brien's way. When 
Delegate Frank Hussey arises and bde- 
gins talking, the Speaker knows that 
Mr. Hussey is out of order.

He states 
the fact calmly and plainly, states it so 
succinctly that the exuberant Mr. Hussey 
cannot help but agree with him, though 
he does not understand and asks the 
reason. :

He is not sufficiently extensive as to 
girth to satisfy one’s ideal. The tailor 
who gets out a tape line, perch, rod or 
pole and measures Mr. O’Brien for a 
pair of trousers probably decides that 
32 inches will be about the right waist 
measure.

JURY, SAYS JUDGE 


Sale Sets Aside Womas’s $6000 
Verdict Against Big 
Store, 








CALLS IT AN OUTRAGE 





Suit Followed Her Arrest and 
Acquittal in Three 0's 
Court. 


Judge Sale Monday granted a motion 
to set aside a verdict and ordered a new 


trial in the case of Mrs. Lena Grohe 
agiinst Stix, Baer & Fuller, proprietors 
of the Grand-Leader. Mrs. Grohe re- 
cently won a verdict for $6000 against the 
firm as damages for her arrest in the 
Grand-Leader Dec. 19, 1908. She was 
tried and acquitted in the Court of Cri§\- 
inal Correction, and then began suit for 
damages. 

the motion for setting aside the ver- 
dict and-ordering a new trial was based 
on the allegation that the verdict wets 
contrary to the weight of evidence; that 
the judgment was excessive and was 
the result of prejudice. Judge Sale up- 
held all these contentions, , 

Judge Sale filed a memorandum with 
his order, in which he says: 

“The verdict is an outrage to every 
fair-minded man’s sense of justice. 
There were too many facts from the 
plaintiff's own lips that speak trumpet- 
voiced of her guilt. 

“Not satisfieqd with her hair-bréadth 
escape in the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion, she dares to come into a court of 
justice and ask for damages. In all such 
cases where there is room for the play 
of sympathy and where persons who are 
poor or in moderate circumstances, and 
especially .. woman, is opposed to a rich 
corporation, jurors are prone to allow 
their prejudices and sympathies to sway 
them. This verdict is the result of the 
crassest ignorance or of vile prejudice.’’ 

The verdict for Mrs. "Grohe was ren- 
dered by ten jurors, two of the 12 re- 
fusing to concur therein. Judge Sale 
finds encouragement in the action of 
these two and commend them for their 
position.

Senate was forcibly illustrated last Fri- 
day when the rate bill passed, 

No representative of the Empire State 
voted on the,bill at its final passage. 
Senator Depew, incapacitated, lies in a 
Sanitarium. Senator Platt was in the 
Senate for a short time during the pre- 
liminaries leading up to the passing of 
the bill, but his bodily infirmities com- 
pelled him to leave the Senate before 
the vote was taken, The best New 
York got was thé announcement by Jo- 
seph M. Kean, Senator from. New Jer- 
sey, that if Senator PRlatt-had been pres- 
ent he would have voted for the bill. 

So far as the rate bill is concerned, 
New York has had nothing to do with 
it in the Senate. Depew has not been 
there since the discussion began, and 
Platt has not said a word, introduced 
an amendment or listened, even, to any 
of the debate. His only interest in the 
bil, apparently, has been the apparent- 
ly selfish one of keeping express com- 
panies from being declared common 
carriers. He fussed around on that all 
winter. He is president of the United 
8 \tes Express Co. and he querulously 
insisted to. the senators that they must 
not include express companies. He put 
it on the ground of senatorial courtesy 
and personal interests. 

The Senate listened, but paid no at- 
tention, for when it was ready to in- 
clude them and did it without a di- 
vision. Now Platt is hoping to get that

' “American occupation of the Philip- 
pines and this country’s domination 
there brought to an end a regime of 
cruelty and religious intolerance,” de- 
clared Rev. Dr. Stuntz, who is superin- 
tendent of Methodist missions in the 
Philippines.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 21.—S. A. D. 
Puter, accused of complicity in the 
Oregon land frauds, and who has been 
hunted for months by the Federal au- 
thorities since he escaped from de- 
tectives in Hoston, was arrested in Ala- 
meda yesterday by secret service men. 

Puter did not willingly submit to ar- 
rest, but attempted to draw a revolver.

Puter arrived from New York three 
days ago and went to Alameda, where 
he took a room in a lodging house on 
Park street.

The secret service men 
learned of Puter’s whereabouts — by 
shadowing a woman. He was on his 
way to keep an appoiftment with this 
woman when arrested. 

Puter had taken the name of James 
Willlam Barr and traveled under that 
alias since leaving the East. .

Some matter-of-fact minds indeed 
may not be able to get beyond the fact of his annihila- 
tivn to that prompting, keen perception of pursuit 
wiiich may* only be likened to that of the deer lifting a 
startled head &s a twig crackles under the huntsman’s 
husl a mile away. 

This youth dOubtless heard the fleet but far distant 
tread of the migfty huntresses, one of whom he knew 

must eventually lure him to his predestined doom, and he was afraid and fled 
across the River Styx, knowing that, witch though she be, it is the only run- 
ning water the man-catcher cannot cross. 

He realized in extreme youth what few men do till time and experience have 
se3red it upon their souls—that is, that man in all his Strength and power and 
glory is but a feeble fish ready to swallow the first brilliant fly swung by 
woman's skillful hand in his direction. 

Bernard Shaw has christened man the pursued, women the pursuer. Thié is 
scarcely accurate. One cannot say that the flypaper pursues the fly. It doesn’t 
have to. It just stands perfectly still 4nd iooks very sweet -and g00ey, and the 
first thing the fly knows he is wriggling helplessly in enveloping syrup. 

As children, we very generally reflect on the silliness of flies. We can under- 
stand, to be sure, how the first fly was caught. There was nothing to warn 
hira. But how the second fly, perceiving the first enmeshed victim, can pursué 
his doom, and the third and the fourth and the hundredth, is only 7 explained 
when we grow up and watch one man after another come undér the iron yoke 
of inatrimony. 

Man is not pursued. He doesn't give us time to pursue him. We _ simply 
weive for him the web of dream and hope and illusion, and sit smiling in the 
webs of it.

was @ more remarkable celebration held 
than that in the “death house’ in Sing 
Sing Prison yesterday. Albert T. Pat- 
rick, the lawyer, convicted of the mur- 
der of William Marsh Rice, had es- 
caped the electric chair for the fourth 
time. He would have been electrocuted 
at daybreak this morning had not Gov. 
Higgins respited him. 

Patrick is immensely popular with the 
seven men who, like him, sit and wait 
in the shadow of death. With horrid 
levity Pairick was elected mayor of 
the death house years ago. So yester- 
day the seven in the cells heartily con- 
gratulated the chief of their isolated 
community that It was not his last Sun- 
day; that noon today would still see 
him in the land of the living. 

These men, on whom the law will take 
final vengeance, are shut off from each 
other's sight. Yet one prisoner made a 
congratulatory speech to Patrick and 
the others of his invisible audience. An- 
other sang a song of thanksgiving, and 
all joined in the refrain, each a part of 
a hidden chorus. Then a condemned 
one began to whistle gleefully and all 
caught up the tune and whistled until 
the somber walls rang with the jovial 
air. 

Naturally the condemned ones feel 
for each other the sympathy of those 
whe share a common danger. 

‘Weare glad you are to continue in 
office, Mr. Mayor,” said the concealed 
erator of the occasion, as soon as the 
guards raised the curtains before the 
cells. “You know this was to have been 
your last day—the fourth last one.”’ 

His delicate way of putting 
amused the others, and they laughed.

“Thank you, boys, for your kind 
wishes,” replied Patrick. “I will not

The condemned lawyer desires, if Ne- 
ecorder Goff should decide against him, 
to have an appeal taken to the United 
States Supreme Court. The mere filing 
of such an application would act as 
a stay of all proceedings, and in that 
way Patrick's life could be saved for an- 
other year, perhaps. 

The hearing in connection with the ap- 
plication for a new trial for Patrick will 
be continued today in Recorder Goff's 
court. Medical experts will appear in 
behalf of the prosecution. Mr. Jerome 
and Mr. Garvan will examine the ex- 
perts. The cross-examination will be 
conducted by William M. K. Olcott, 
sentor counsel for Patrick. The experts 
have prepared their testimony in _ the

LLINOKS COAL 
STRIKERS RIOT 


Cardiff Miners Resist Effort of 
Operators to Use Non-

NEW YORK, May 21. 
T. LOUIS will have the pleasure et 
S meeting His Highness Saraji 
Row, Gaekwar of Baroda, than 
whom there is but one more. powerful 
native potentate in India. He is the 
richest monarch in the world. The week 
he has just spent in New York he 
classes as the most dnteresting and in- 
structive experience of his life. The 
skyscrapers are particularly interesting 
to him and he characterizes them as 
*“‘wonderful.’’ 

The Yankee promoter, however. is not 
SO generously praised by His Highness, 
who has been pestered by individuals 
of the ilk until his guards have been in- 
structed not to admit anyone not pos!i- 
tively identified, to see him. 

“These persons evidently think I am 
what you Americans call an ‘easy 
mark,’’’ he said with a smile. 

The Gaekwar probably will stay in 
America two months. He will study 
the business and educational methods 
of this country, but his trip is also for 
the purpose of improving his health. 

He is accompanied by his wife. Her 
Highness the Maharani of Baroda; his 
brother, Shrimant Sampatrao Gaek- 
war, and a secretary, A. N. Datar, be- 
sides four servants. 

Interviewed as he saw New York for 
the first time, the Gaekwar briefly told 
of his object in coming to this country 
and described his idea of the land. 

“It is indeed as wonderful as I had 
been toid,’’ he said, waving his arm at 
the curious brick landscape. ‘‘What 
buildings! Far more wonderful than 
anything the Old World offers in its 
line.’’ 

Hie was modestly dressed in the man- 
ner of the West, not gorgeously ar- 
rayed in Oriental garments. And he 
spoke without reserve, and with a frank 
simplicity that was magnetic. 

“Do you believe {n a republican form 
of government?’ he was asked. There 
was the slightest trace of a smile on his 
face as he turned and politely asked 
that politics be eliminated from the con- 
versation. 

He Bars Politics. 


“I do not wish to talk politics or any- 
thing approaching it. I think the best 
form of government is.that which pro- 
motes the most happiness of the people. 
Don't you?’ 

Then he was asked for his opinion as 
to whether the West could teach reli- 
gion to the East. 

“That is a very broad question,’’ he 
said. ‘There are a great many differ- 
ent creeds in India... Their philosophies 
are very deep. It might be true, but 


-—'’ He stopped abruptly, and one could 


only infer that he meant the East could 
take care of itself in the matter of 
faith. 

He also touched upon the question of 
municipal ownership as follows: 
‘“‘Municipal ownership has been tried 
in India and with success. The Gov- 
ernment owns and operates many of the 
railroads, and in this the problem has 
proved satisfactory. This is the most 
remarkable because of the climate con- 
ditions. Everything seems to be against 
the successful operation of railroads in 
India, but in the face of all this it’ has 
been done.”’ 

Informed of the popularity of the 
Swamis who visit and take up their res- 
idence in America, His Highness became 
deeply interested, and he asked ques- 
tions with enthusiasm. Were there 
many Hindoos in New York, students or 
religionisis? Did Americans know the 
Buddhist belief? Did they believe in 
it? He seemed just a bit disappointed 
to learn that perhaps there were not 
more than a thousand members, when 
told of the existence of a Vedanta so- 
clety In New York. . 

“It is a deep and interesting philos- 
ophy, that of the Vedantas,’’ he said, 
and then he admitted that he was a fol- 
lower, too. : 

The Gaeekwar is a well built man of 
something less than medium height. His 
skin is swarthy, but far from black: He

It was his 
grandfather Mulhara Row, who was de- 
posed by the English for attempting to 
poison the British resident at Baroda. 
The present Gaekwar has been honored 
by the British Crown by being made 
Grand Commander of the Star of In- 
dia and the Maharani has a similar dec- 
oration. 


About His Family. 

The Maharani is his second wife, the 
first Princess dying after the birth of 
his son, Prince Fatesingrao Gaekwar, 
who is 23 years of age, and who during 
his father’s absence is ruling Baroda. 





| The present Maharani is the mother of 
four children, Prince Jaisingrao, aged 17; 
Prince Shivajirao, aged 15; the Princess 
Indiraraja, aged 13, and the Prince 
Dharyashil, one year her junior. It is 
the Princes Indiraraja who will be mar- 
ried next March to the Rajah of Dhar, 
a province of Central India. 

The Gaekwar is a most ardent ath- 
lete. Golf and tennis, polo and pig 


sticking are among his pleasures, but 
greatest of all his delights is the kingly 
sport of hunting the Royal Bengal tiger. 
And when the mist drops down sud- 
denly on the rice fields, when the poor 
inhabitants of the native villages have 
curled themselves fe on their door- 
steps to sleep in spite of the swelter- 
ing tropical night, you can see often the 
ruler of all Baroda and the richest mon- 
arch in the world being borne home on 
his gold-trapped elephant, his followers 
bearing behind, stretched out on a huge 
bamboo, a great yellow and black 
striped animal, the prize of His High- 
ness’ rifle. 

Baroda, situated in the northwestern 
portion of the great Indian continent, 
encompasses‘about 8000 square miles and 
has a population of about 2,000,000. The 
Gaekwar has a native army of about 
8000 men, counting both regular and vol- 
unteer regiments. In his magnificent 
palace, built of white marble and fur- 
nished with Oriental ostentation, he has 
two gold cannon, capable of firing, but 
never used for any purpose save show. 


The Carnegie of India. 


He is immensely interested in educa- 
tion. In fact, he ig a sort of Carnegie 
of India, and has done much to elevate 
his people. The College of Baroda, affil- 
lated with the great University of Bom- 


bay, he built from his own purse and 
keeps at his own cost. There students 
are taught by English professors and 
degrees are earned, just as in the Amer- 
ican and English colleges. 

It is primarily his interest in educa- 
tion which has led him to this country, 
and here he will visit Boston and other 
cities, the Universities of Harvard, Yale, 
Princeton and tae different polytechnic 
institutes. 

He will also study American art as 
far as.he can in the few weeks of his 
stay, and it is his intention of sending 
year by year some 10 or 20 Hindoo stu- 
dents to American colleges to learn the 
progress and the invention of the West. 

“We shall stay in New York for about 
ten days,’ said Shrimant Sampattao, 
the Gaekwar’s brother. ‘““We may visit 
Yellowstone Park, but I think that ts 
the farthest West we shall go. We 
prcbably shall return to England by 
way of New York. His Higeiness has 
been in England for nearly a year. 

Shrimant Sampatrao Gaekwar is a 
barrister-at-law. He was admitted to 
the bar in 1896. and has been most suc- 
cessful. In matters of state he confers 
with the Gaekwar, his brother. “Shri- 
mant” is a title, and the equivalent of 
“The Honorable.’ ‘Gaekwar” is the 
surname, so to speak, of the rulers of 
saroda. | 

The Maharani, with a loose cashmere 
shawl wrapped around her, attracted 
much attention at the pier. She is about 
2% years of age and exceedingly pretty. 
On «her forehead she wears 4 spat of 
rei paint that denotes she is married 
and has a husband living. Most of her 
children are being educated in England.

LEAVES PRISON TO 
KILL FALSE FRIEND.

PARIS, May ‘%.—After spending five 
years in prison for army desertion, 
Pierre Witzer has been returned for 


manslaughter, because he stabbed Al- 
bert Legrand, who five years previously 
betrayed him to the authorities. 

Legrand and Witzer were at one time 
the best of friends. Both had been pet- 
ty thieves, and after going from prison 
to prison enlisted in the garrison 
d'Afrique. They were sent to the colo- 
nies, where, after serving six months, 
they decided the discipline of the bar- 
racks was uncongenial. Masked as 
Arabs they deserted. 

In the hotel where they lived Le- 
grand fell in love with a pretty wait- 
ress. Witzer courted her, too, and she 
encouraged both. Legand became jeal- 
ous and wrote a letter to the authori- 
ties. Witzer was arrested as a deserter 
while Legrand fied. .Witzer was sen- 
tenced to five years. 

When Witzer completed his term he 
went to Paris and there hunted out Le- 
grand. 

“I just came from prison where I had 
to stay five years on your account, 
said Watzer furiously. 

“Are you crazy, man? What are you 
talking about? I never saw you before, 
answerede Legrand. 

“Iam not crazy at all. Iam just going 
to pay you the old debt I owe you, re- 
plied Witzer as he fatally stabbed his 
false friend.
